Thief R iver Falls, Minn., May 22.— 
Entering the farm home of O. K. O l­ 
son. thirty 
miles from here, Louis 
Gilsoul shot and killed Mrs. Ludwig 
Larson, Helen Olson Gilsoul, his wife, 
and Inga Olson. 
He m ortally wound­ 
ed Mrs. O. K. Olson. 
A short time 
later Gilsoul's body was found in a 
clump of bushes. 
He had shot him­ 
self through the head. 
Two of the 
dead women are sisters. 
It is said trouble between Gilsoul 
and his wife led to the tragedy. 
He 
was married to Miss Helen Olson in 
Saskatchewan 
last February. 
It is 
alleged 
he 
mistreated 
her. 
About 
two weeks ago Mr. and Mrs. Ludwig 
Larson went to Saskatchewan and in 
Gilsoul's absence induced his wife to 
accompany them to the home of her 
parents. 
Gilsoul appeared at the Olson home, 
following O. K. Oison from the field. 
He was met at the door by Mrs. I .ar­ 
son, who refused him admittance. He 
drew a .32-callber revolver and shot 
her 
through 
the 
breast. 
She 
ran 
screaming into the yard. Gilsoul fired 
again, the bullet striking her in tho 
head, killing her. 


Kills W ife and Her Sister. 


He entered the house and shot to 
death his estranged wife and Riga Ol­ 
son. ber younger 
sister. 
He 
then 
turned the gun on Mrs. O. K. Olson, 
mother of two of the girls, and tired 
five shots into her body. 
She is mor­ 
tally injured. 
H e was attacked by 
the family dog and shot it. 
A brother of the Olson girls was 
the only witness to the tragedy, the 
elder Olson having fled. 
Young Ol­ 
son drove into the yard as Gilsoul 
ended 
Mrs. Larson’s life. 
The boy 
went to notify the neighbors and arm 
himself. 
He returned shortly after­ 
ward and met the murderer near the 
scene of the crime. 
W hen Gilsoul 
saw 
young Olson 
he fled 
into 
the 
bushes. 
A few minutes later he sent 
a bullet into his own head. 
Across Gilsoul’s breast a marriage 
certificate was lying. ‘ This is to show 
she was my wife,” was written on it. 
In his pocket was found a note to his 
son by a former marriage admonish­ 
ing the young man not to follow in 
his footsteps.

Niagara Falls, Ont., M ay 22.— The 
three South American mediators let 
it be known that they are content to 
proceed to a bipartite agreement be 
tween the Pnited States and the Hu 
erta government before attempting in 
any way to deal with the Constitu 
tionalist forces in Mexico. 
The absence of delegates represent 
ing General Carranza is not regarded 
by the mediators as a serious detn 
meat to their efforts to settle the 
questions which led to the landing 
at Vera Cruz of Am erican forces, now 
piepared to withdraw or advance on 
Mexico City, according to the outcome 
of the mediation here. 
Notwithstanding the m ilitary sue 
cess of the Constitutionalists the me 
diutors are planning to bring about 
an 
agreement 
between 
the 
United 
States and the Huerta government 
expecting to obtain acquiescence by 
the Constitutionalists at a later date 
and through separate negotiations. 
Involved in a two-party agreement 
would be a definite understanding as 
to the kind of provisional government 
to be established in Mexico City as a 
successor to the present regime and a 
guarantee that agrarian and other in 
tcrnal reforms would be put into op­ 
eration. 


Hope Plan W ill Be Accepted. 


W h ile keeping in mind the avowed 
principles 
of 
the 
Constitutionalist 
movement the mediators will suggest 
a plan which they hope will be ac 
cepted here by the two sides to the 
Mexican 
controversy— the 
United 
States and the Huerta government. 
Later the Constitutionalists w ill be 
approached. 
A t present the media­ 
tors are endeavoring to adjust the 
differences 
between 
the 
Am erican 
government 
and 
General 
Huerta 
which threatened war and at the same 
time to secure agreement on a plan 
for restoring peace in Mexico. 
These in brief are the aims of the 
mediators, 
which, 
though 
hedged 
about 
by 
many difficulties, 
Am bas­ 
sador Da Gama of Brazil was hope­ 
fully 
confident 
would 
be 
realized. 
First steps looking toward such an 
end have met with success. 
The 
mediators 
learned 
from 
the 
Am erican delegates in an hour s con­ 
ference that the Washington govern­ 
ment has approved the course of pro­ 
cedure 
outlined 
to 
Justice Lam ar, 
covering, it is understood, the con­ 
sideration, first of all, of the series of 
incidents growing out of the arrest at 
Tampico of Am erican bluejackets. 
W h ile it is realized that the United 
States w ill demand reparation for the 
Tampico and subsequent incidents it 
is believed here that the substitution 
for 
Huerta 
of 
a 
new 
government 
capable 
of 
observing 
international 
obligations 
would 
be acceptable to 
the Washington government. 


SAYS HE FED NO GENERALS 


Rear Admiral Doyle Resents Charge 
of Mexican Papers. 


Washington, May 22.— Rear Admiral 
Doyle, commanding the United States 
navy forces on the west coast of Mex­ 
ico, resents reports in Mexican news­ 
papers to the effect that he entertain­ 
ed Constitutionalist generals on the 
flagship California. 
In a cable to the 
navy department the admiral said that 
no such generals had been aboard his 
ship.

ASKS TRUST LEGISLATION. 


Possible That Senate May Postpone 
Measures, 
as Thirty-two 
Members 
Must Stand For Pe-election and Po ­ 
litical Fences Need Repair— Murdock 
Angry at Methods of Majority.

Washington, M ay 22. — [Special.j 
It 
has almost become an old story, this 
writing about the “ power of the presi­ 
dent." 
But it comes up so often and 
is proved so frequently that one can­ 


not help but mention it. 
___ 
Now, there was the feeling in the 
house of representatives as to what 
should 
be 
the 
legislative 
program. 
Four-fifths of the Democrats wanted 
to pass the appropriation bills and go 
home, and there were a majority of 
the Democrats who wanted to pass the 
rural credits bill. 
And yet tile president outlined a pro­ 
gram providing that the trust hills 
should be passed before any further ac­ 
tion were taken, and the Democratic 
caucus was unable to get a record vote 
on any amendment to the president’s 
program. 
It could not even muster 
enough men to oppose him to call the 
roll. 
There never has been any other 
president that had quite as much pow­ 
er over congress as Woodrow Wilson. 


Senate May Not Agree. 
The mem hers of the house are hop­ 
ing that the senate w ill not agree with 
the president’s program and will put 
the trust legislation over until 
the 
short session. 
Nobody can say Just 
what the president 
w ill do lf this 
comes up to him, but we nil know that 
he held congress in session all Inst 
summer to pass the currency bill, and 
then* was no adjournment. 
That he 
may do the same in regard to trust 
legislation is possible unless an agree­ 
ment is reached to vote on the trust 
bill early in the short session. 
The members of the house are bank­ 
ing on the idea that thirty-two sena­ 
tors must go before the people next fall 
for their re-election, and on that ac­ 
count they will do almost anything to 
secure an adjournment. 


Don’t Like Their Methods. 
Vie Murdock, the Progressive leader, 
amused the house the other day by 
flaying the Democrats ou account of 
their methods. The Democrats brought 
in a rule providing for consideration 
of the bill for election of senators. 
Nearly everybody was in favor of it. 
including Murdock. 
H e wanted the 
bill, but did not like tho methods they 
were using. 
A m ajority of the men 
whom Murdock was criticising were 
those who criticised the Cannon rules 
and other gag measures, but found 
when they became the m ajority and 
responsible for legislation that they 
had to use Just such methods in order 
to get their hills through the house. 


Payne W as Fixed. 
There wns some discussion going on 
In the house over a bill, and Sereno 
Payne of New York objected because 
it was a waste of time. 
“ It w ill be im ­ 
possible to finish this bill by half past 
3 o’clock,” remarked Jim Mann. 
“ I have a number of offers to pair 
w ith me lf I w ant to go to the ball 
game, lf that is what the gentleman Is 
getting at,” said Payne, and that Is 
just what Maim meant, for the only 
time that Payne ever missed a ball 
game was when he was chairman of 
the ways and means committee and 
had charge of a tariff bill. 


Humphrey a Partisan. 
Almost any time there is a bitter 
partisan debate in the house of rep­ 
resentatives we may be sure that Con­ 
gressman Hum phrey of Washington is 
in it. There is no more intense Re­ 
publican than Hum phrey of Washing­ 
ton. 
Ile is almost in a class w ith Ford- 
ney of Michigan as a high protection­ 
ist; but, more than that, lie likes a 
scrap for tile sake of it, and he loses 
no opportunity to inject party politics 
in any debate that may be going on. 
Contesting For the Roosevelt Prize. 


I suppose there is a Roosevelt prize 
for larger families or else two such 
distinguished congressmen as Fitzger­ 
ald of New York and Moore of Penn­ 
sylvania would not be entering into a 
contest about it. 
An unimportant mat­ 
ter was under discussion in tile house, 
and Moore alluded to the number of 
children he had. 
Fitzgerald broke in 
w ith the statement that he had more 
children than Moore and Barnhart of 
Indiana, who was in the debate, put 
together. 
“ I am not a boastful man,” remarked 
Barnhart. 
Marshall’s Guess.

Rocke­ 
feller, Jr., and urge him to submit to 
arbitration 
the difflerences 
between 
the mine operators and strikers.

that civil 
war practically 
exists in Colorado.

for the locks in the Panama canal. 
It is alleged that the steel furnished 
was of such an inferior quality that 
the Immense locks at the clams in the 
canal are liable to let go at any time, 
causing heavy loss of property and 
probably lives’. 
The men named by the grand jury 
are Samuel 
M. 
Wetmore. 
David J. 
Simpson. Dennis 
K. Rubens, Henry 
Lutz and Jam es E. I*acy. 
Tw o oth­ 
ers, W . R. W arren and Fred Schoppe. 
also employes of the company, also 
were named in the presentment, but 
the grand Jury recommended that no 
indictment be found against them, as 
they gave valuable testimony before 
the grand jurors. 
The presentment reads as follows: 
“ That the above men did. on Sept. 
14, I I H , unlawfully and 
feloniously 
conspire, 
combine, 
confederate and 
agree, together with divert persons 
to the grand jury unknown, knowing­ 
ly, willingly and c o rru p tly to defraud 
the United States of Am erica."

Brown of Ohio, member of the nation­ 
al committee; 
Gifford 
Pinchot, Pro­ 
gressive candidate for United States 
senator from Pennsylvania, and E. A. 
Yan Valkenberg of Philadelphia. 
It was decided definitely that the 
tentative 
plans 
for 
Colonel 
Roose­ 
velt’s campaign trip from the Atlan­ 
tic to the Pacific should be adopted. 
This tour probably will take the for­ 
mer president into almost every state 
in the Union. 
This decision 
was 
reached 
when 
Colonel Roosevelt sent word to Gov­ 
ernor Hiram Johnson of California, 
his running mate in 1912, that he will 
go to California next fall to stump 
the state for him In his campaign for 
re-election.

“I came across a bed wrench at 
second hand curiosity shop uptown the 
other day.” said an old timer, “and it 
took me back to the boyhood days at 
one jump. 
"Don’t know what a lied wrench is: 
Of course you don’t. 
Nobody inirn of 
this generation does. 
T hat’s because 
they never had to put up a cord bed­ 
stead—had tile privilege of sleeping in 
the lied It held. 
"The cord bedstead was a Joy. Next 
to putting up tin* stovepipe or putting 
down tile carpet with the base of a 
flatiron for a hammer to pound the 
leather headed turks in with, the as 
sembling of tile eord bedstead of our 
daddies was the Job timt c a lili for tho 
most peremptory giving of all th* 
Christian virtues a vacation until the 
job was done. 
“The cord tied stead was the favorite 
bedstead of commerce in those days 
Briefly desert I ted. 
there were four 
posts of any height or girth to suit the 
person or his poeket. 
Anywhere from 
three to four feet from tile floor a hole 
was bored in two sides of each post 
facing each other when tile footboard 
and headboard posts were stood up to 
be connected. 
The holes were bored 
with a thread to take the screw out on 
the ends of the connecting pieces at 
the fillies and ends of tile bedstead. 
“These connecting pieces were round 
and on what was to be the top of (hem 
when the bedstead was set up was a 
row of pegs shaped like so many mush 
rooms. A hole about an Inch in diame­ 
ter ran through each of tin* four con­ 
necting pieces. When the bedstead was 
assembled by tile fitting of flu* con 
nectiug pieces into tile boles in tile 
posts and screwed up tight and in 
place by means of a stout stick thrust 
througli the holes in tile round pieces 
the bell was really to be corded nil. and 
then Hie w retie Ii came into play. 
“The bed wrench was something like 
a stout wooden hand vise. The cord, a 
rope like a clothesline, but of iiotter 
quality, was run around the mushroom 
like J legs, which were a few inches 
apart, and lengthwise and crosswise 
from connecting piece to connecting 
piece, like a big meshed net. 
“But the cord couldn’t lie drawn taut 
enough wit Ii tile hands, and so daddy 
or big brother Bill, or perhaps the 
hired man. grabbed the wrench, tan­ 
gled It up somewhere iii a part of tile 
cord where the tautening up process 
was to begin and by persistent lever-1 
age around aud about the bedstead at 
last wrenched the cord to a condition 
of satisfactory tautness, and the tu 
mutt and the shouting died. 
"For don’t go nway with the idea that 
tile work of setting up that cord bed­ 
stead was accomplished with the ease 
and in the brief time that it takes to 
tell about it. It generally required two 
or three capable persons to tackle the 
job with any hope of succeeding with 
it, for in the way of refractory disposi­ 
tion and demoniacal perversity tile 
cord bedstead of the daddies had the 
breechy cow in tho garden skinned a 
mile. I have known the good wife to 
take the children and go down in tile 
cellar while tile old man and ids aids 
were dallying with the cord bedstead 
in nu effort to set it up and giving it

And the Term* Energy, Pressure, In ­ 
tensity and Quantity. 
W hat is electricity? 
The question was put directly to Dr. 
Charles Proteus Steinmetz, the famous 
expert, in tile hope that he—than whom 
no one knows more about it—might be 
able if not to tell what it is at least to 
five a definite idea of what it may lie. 
I lr. Steinmetz replied: 
“Electricity is a loose term, used mis- 
rellaneously in referring to all m atters 
electrical. 
“To give it definite meaning one 
must know whether reference is made 
lo electrical energy, electrical pressure, 
electrical intensity or electrical quan­ 
tity. 
"Electrical quantity (represented in 
the electrical current) is generally as­ 
sumed by scientists to be a substance 
with atomical structure, the unit of 
w hich is tile electron. 
“Electrical pressure is meant in re­ 
ferring to tin* voltage. 
Electrical in­ 
tensity is the voltage per unit lengths. 
'M agnetism is a similar term, which 
does not mean anything to the scien­ 
tist. Two pieces of steel may have ex­ 
actly the same structure as far as sci­ 
ence can determine, and yet one may 
contain magnetic quantity and the oth­ 
er he wit limit it, or tile two may con­ 
tain tile same amount of magnetic 
quantity and have different magnetic 
intensity. 
Quantity 
times intensity 
equals energy. 
"There may lie the same quantity of 
water in two pipes and different pres 
sure, or there may be the same pres­ 
sure and different quantity. 
If water, 
tile liquid, water pressure and water 
power were nil loosely called water we 
should have tile same confusion that 
tile words electricity and magnetism 
suggest to tile scientist.” 
“Is there such a tiling as electricity?’’ 
he was asked. 
“I cannot state positively that elec­ 
trical quantity is a substance,” Dr. 
[Steinmetz replied, “or that there is 
such an atom as the electron. 
I say 
imply that this is the most commonly 
jeeepted theory.’’—New York World.

His C om m ent on the Tinkling F oot­ 
falls and the Bird’s Shadow. 
In a letter written on Dec. 15, 184b. 
to G. \V. Eveiett of Phillips, Mc.. Ed 
gar Allan Poe. in commenting on his 
famous poem, “The Haven,” said: 
“For the purpose of poetry it is quite 
sufficient that a thing is possible, or at 
least that the improbability be not of­ 
fensively glaring. 
It is true that in 
several ways, as you say, the lamp 
might have thrown tile bird’s shadow 
on the floor. My conception was that 
of the bracket candelabrum affixed 
against the walls, high up above the 
door and bust, as is often seen in the 
English palaces and even in some of 
the better houses in New York. 
‘T our objection to the tinkling of 
the footfalls is far more pointed and in 
the course of composition occurred so 
forcibly to myself that I hesitated to 
use the term. I finally used it, because 
I saw thnt it bad. in its first concep­ 
tion. been suggested to my mind by the 
Reuse of the supernatural with which 
it was at the moment filled. No human 
or physical foot could tiukle on a soft 
carpet—therefore the tinkling of feet 
would vividly convey the supernatural 
impression. 
"Your appreciation of ‘The Sleeper’ 
delights me. 
In higher qualities of 
poetry it is better than ‘The Haven,’ 
but there is not one man in a million 
who could be brought to agree with me 
in this opinion. ‘The Raven,' of course. 
is far the better as a work of art—but 
in the true basis of all art ‘The Sleeper’ 
is the superior. I wrote the latter when 
quite a boy.”

BLOW ON HEAD CAUSED DEATH 


George Rappel Came to His Death at 
the Hands of Persons Unknown 
to the Jury 


Jury's Verdict in George 
Rappel Case: 
"W e find that G eorge Rap­ 
pel came to his death by re­ 
ceiving a blow on the head by 
the hands of persons unknow n 
to th is jury.” 


Shortly after hearing the evidence 
at the inquest held over the remains 
o f George Rappel, Sr., the shoemaker 
who was found dead I 
his shop Tues­ 
day evening, the coroner’s jury com ­ 
posed o f W. E. Neal. John Cochran, 
\Vm. 
Graham. P. J. Wolvert, 
Nels 
Johnson and N. B. Hall, returned a 
verdict 
that he met death at the* 
hands of persons unknown to them 
and that a blow on the head caused 
h is destruction. 
The evidence brought out the fact 
that the old man always had money 
on his person, that he had a buckskin 
bag in which he carried change and 
that he also had a large, old fash­ 
ioned flat pocketbook, 
in which 
he 
kept money. 
N othing was found in 
his pockets when the 
corpse 
was 
picked up and so robbery must h ive 
been the motive of the man who com - 1 
nutted one of the most vicious crim es 
in Brainerd by striking down an in­ 
offensive old man. 
From the rear the murdered must 
hav e ad v a n c e d ( on the sh o e m a k e r as ; 
he sat a t his bench fa cing the small 
window. 
A heavy blow w ith a h a m ­ 
mer or some blunt in s tr u m e n t, which j 
cracked th e back of his wkull five. 
inches from the top of the head of its 
base, caused his death. 
Toppling over, the body fell on the ! 
floor with head p ointing west m d ly­ 
in g west to east. 
The door had a .

evening sw ayed it open. 
The death throes caused his arms 
aud legs to be drawn up.

There Is one class of jobs In W ash­ 
ington that political pull cannot touch. 
A provision of the law makes the 
library of congress a closed preserve 
to mem liers seeking patronage, and. 
do what they will, senators and repre­ 
sentatives cannot break down the wall. 
While 
the 
library 
appropriations 
were under discussion .ii the house 
the other day Mr. Burke of South Da­ 
kota said, "I have served in this house 
for some years; I was a mem lier of 
the committee on the library for some 
years, and I can say that there never 
has been an appointment made upon 
my recommendation, and I have never 
heard any member say that he was 
able to get an appointment in the 
library.” 
"Have you ever made any recom­ 
mendations?’’ asked Mr. Fowler of Illi­ 
nois. 
“I have called ujhiii the librarian,” 
replied Mr. Burke, "as I presume other 
members have, with a view to ascer­ 
taining if it w ere possible to secure the 
appointment of a person In the library 
and was informed that there were as 
many as 8.(100 applications pending. 
The chances of appointment are very 
remote at best. and the appointments 
are made by the librarian with regard 
to experience, qualifications and fitness 
for the position, and they are not made 
upon th** recommendation of members 
of this house or senators.” 


No Chance For State's Prixe Reader. 
"Do you know of any member who 
ever did get an appointment?” persist­ 
ed Mr. Fowler. 
Mr. Burke had to re­ 
ply that he never had beard of one. 
Then Mr. Fowler made thi« naive con­ 
fession: 
“This being only my second term, I 
have made some efforts to get a man 
Into that library, a man who lias read 
more books than any man in the state 
of Illinois and I believe more than any 
man In the United States, but I did not 
receive any encouragement in my e f­ 
fort to secure his appointm ent” 
"I bad ar eTnerleqce worse than 
that.” broke in Mr. Rucker of Mis­ 
souri. 
“ Was your man worse treated than 
my man?” Incredulously queried Mr. 
Fowler. 
"Yes.” replied Mr. Rucker. 
"Ile had 
rend more books than anybody in Mis­ 
souri. and of course that w as far more 
than anybody In Illinois." 
“Did that disqualify him?" 
“No. Gut there were 10,0(10 applicants 
ahead of him.” 
Mr. By m s o f Tennessee bore testi­ 
mony: "I have had the privilege of 
milking one or two recommendations 
and urging the librarian to make one 
or two ippotntments. 
I have never 
been able to succeed, and the librarian 
alw ays assured 
me 
that, while 
he 
would take the application under con­ 
sideration. of course he bud to consider 
the question of getting th** person best 
lifted to perform the.work." 


W here Friendship C o u n ts For Naught. 
Mr. Davis of Minnesota presented a 
more intimate view. 
Ile said of Her­ 
bert Putnam, the librarian: "He Was a 
personal friend of mine before he was 
appointed librarian and has continue*! 
so ever since. 
For eleven years on 
various occasions I have attempted, 
through my personal friendship and 
otherwise, to get an appointee in the 
library. 
The librarian has emphatical­ 
ly refused, because, lie says, ‘Mr. Da­ 
vis, I do not believe the applicants 
you have brought to m e are equal to 
some now on the waiting list for the 
position.’ 
Politics lias nothing to do 
with it; friendship lias nothing to do 
with it, but it Is purely a question of 
etllciency.” 
Mr. Putnam tries as far as possible 
to make appointments so that every 
part of the United States may be rep­ 
resented. 
The appointments in tile 
library represent in as groat a degree 
as tin* classified service an apportion­ 
ment 
by 
geographical 
area. 
even 
though the law does not require such 
apportionment.
